scene of action pririnittrd. — -southerly and 
westerly for Behring's S' raits. 
.It is sup- 


posed thnt, in endeavoring to carry this pur- 
pose into effect, the Erebus and Terror wore 
hopelessly frozen up or destroyed years ago 
in some of the multitudinous channels which 
nro known or supposed to exist there. 


This we find to bo^the opinion of the prin- 


cipal Arctic navigators, and it comes before 
us recommended by its extreme probability. 
Certainly. Sir John Franklin was not tin 
officer to leave uiiatlempled any duty which 
he had been ordered to perform, aud there- 
fore it is a probable that ho would not have 
deviated from tho letter of his instructions, 
without excellent cause ; had he HO deviated, 
it is a.ll but certain thnt ho would hare left 
behind him nt Beechy Island, or elsewhere, 
some record of his changed intention. 


If, then, Commander Mi Clure has been 


unable to find any mice of the lost expedi- 
tion between Behring's Straits and the point 
from which he wrote his dispatches, it would 
iippewr that oursbest ^chance hns been ex- 
hausted. The public ha»o a right to ex- 
pect that we liave now seen the I«*t of 
Arctic expeditions. Even Sir John Burrow, 
hud he yet been nlive, would now hnvo en- 
treated the Admiralty to hold their hands. —

WASHINGTON, Oct. 31, 1853. 


DEAR SIR :—I perceive that in several 


counties in Massachusetts, Coalition Sanato- 
ria! tickets have been formed, of associated 
Democrats and Free Soilers. My judgment 
is that the Democrats who have participated 
io this, have done worse than to commit a 
fatal error.

Tfiis is the equal, of the former, to the 


product of nbout 275,000 Hogs, and of the 
latter, to 550,000 Hogs. The increase in 
the crop last .year wns about 500,000 head, 
and should it increase half that amount this 
year, the excess would be nearly equal to 
the entire foreign demand. A European war 
would not be likely to affect favorably the 
foreign consumption. High prices of Bread- 
stuffs are nnt favorable to a heavy consump- 
tion of Provisions in England. In 1847, 
when the United Kingdom suffered from a 
deficiency of Breadstuffs, and high prices, 
the total imports of Bacon and Hum were 
only 143 tons, while iu 1850—a year" of low 
priced Breadstuff's—the imports ware 17,- 
540 tons. 


The high price of Corn will not have that 


effect upon the crop of Hogs that it was gen- 
erally supposed. Jt is true that Corn has 
been scarce and dear in alt places that were 
convenient to mnrket, but then the growing 
crop will prove about nn average, both as re- 
gards quantity und quality ; and this may be 
used, to a large extent, to feeding for a De- 
cember and January market. 
Besides, we 


find that the largest crop of Hogs ever pro- 
duced in the West, in proportion to the pop- 
u!ation,_was!inl847-'48; although Corn hud 
ruled high the previous summer, when im- 
mense quantities were shipped to Europe.

All seemed fully convinced that reform 
on tots question was necessary; but to condemn in theory 
and sustain in practice looked so much like inconsistent 
that some opposed the adoption of Hie resolution. Bu 
after some penitential confessions, the resolution was 
adopted.
